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UN powers back new 
sanctions against Iran 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) - 
The United States introduced a 
resolution backed by all veto- 
wielding members of the U.N. 
Security Council yesterday 
that would impose new sanc¬ 
tions against Iran’s powerful 
Revolutionary Guard and seek 
to curtail military, financial 
and shipping activities linked 
to its suspect nuclear program. 

U.S. Ambassador Susan 
Rice said the resolution would 
give "greater teeth" to existing 
sanctions and add "strong" 
new measures to intensify 
pressure on the Iranian govern¬ 
ment to resolve concerns that 
its nuclear program is peaceful 
and not aimed at producing nu¬ 
clear weapons. 

Russia and China, which 
have close ties to Iran, joined 
fellow permanent council 
members Britain, France and 
the United States as well as 
non-member Germany in sup¬ 
porting the sanctions proposal, 
ignoring a deal that Tehran 
agreed to a day earlier to try to 
stave off the penalties. 

Rice said the pursuit of new 
sanctions has nothing to do 
with a proposed swap of nu¬ 
clear material for Tehran's re¬ 
search reactor that Iran agreed 


to on Monday with Brazil and 
Turkey. She said the proposed 
resolution is targeting the Is¬ 
lamic Republic's refusal to sus¬ 
pend its uranium enrichment 
program and its plans to build 
10 new nuclear facilities. 

The draft resolution would 
target a range of activities re¬ 
lated to Iran's nuclear program 
including the Revolutionary 
Guard, which controls compa¬ 
nies and organizations that 
have links to weapons prolifer¬ 
ation, a senior U.S. official 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the resolu¬ 
tion has not been released pub¬ 
licly. These companies and 
individuals would be added to 
a list of those subject to an 
asset freeze and travel ban 
which is still being compiled. 

The draft would also ban 
Iranian investment in sensitive 
nuclear activities abroad such 
as uranium mining, prohibit 
the sale of eight categories of 
heavy weapons to the Islamic 
Republic including attack hel¬ 
icopters, warships and mis¬ 
siles, and ban Iran from 
undertaking any activity re¬ 
lated to ballistic missiles capa¬ 
ble of carrying nuclear wea¬ 
pons, the official said. 
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Detained militant in Iraq 
details World Cup plot 



BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) - An 
alleged al-Qaida militant de¬ 
tained in Iraq said yesterday he 
had talked to friends about at¬ 
tacking Danish and Dutch 
teams at the World Cup in 
South Africa next month to 
avenge insults against the 
Prophet Muhammad. 

Iraqi security forces hold¬ 
ing Saudi citizen identified as 
Abdullah Azam Saleh al-Qah- 
tani said he initially came to 
Iraq in 2004 to fight Americans 
and was recruited by al-Qaida. 

An Iraqi security official 
with knowledge of the investi¬ 
gation said al-Qahtani was ar¬ 
rested after a joint U.S.-Iraqi 
operation in April that killed 


the two top al-Qaida in Iraq 
figures —Abu Ayyub al-Masri 
and Abu Omar al-Baghdadi. 

Documents found in the 
house where they were killed, 
including a note written by al- 
Qahtani detailing a plan to 
launch attacks at the World 
Cup, led to his arrest on May 
3. Iraqi authorities made it 
public on Monday. 

"We discussed the possibil¬ 
ity of taking revenge for the in¬ 
sults of the prophet by 
attacking Denmark and Hol¬ 
land," al-Qahtani said. "The 
goal was to attack the Danish 
and the Dutch teams and their 
fans," he added. 


Stocks slide 
after euro 
falls to new 
4-year low 

NEW YORK (AP) - Investors 
uneasy about the news coming 
out of Europe Tyyesterday 
went back to selling stocks 
sharply lower. The falling euro 
and news that German regula¬ 
tors plan to limit some kinds of 
short selling fed the drop. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average closed down almost 
115 points after giving up an 
early gain of 93. The Dow and 
broader indexes lost more than 
1 percent. 

The euro gave stocks a 
boost early in the day when 
European Union countries sent 
bailout money to Greece. The 
move raised confidence about 
Europe's ability to prevent its 
debt crisis from spreading to 
other economies including the 
U.S. 

By afternoon, though, the 
upbeat mood faded and the 
euro fell. That sapped the stock 
market's strength. Treasury 
prices rose after demand for 
safer investments increased. 


Venezuela temporarily halts 


bond trading 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP)- 
Venezuelan authorities tem¬ 
porarily halted the trading of 
government bonds yestersday 
and said they would seek to 
control Venezuela's currency 
exchange rates by setting a 
range of permitted prices in the 
bond market. 

National Securities Com¬ 
mission president Tomas 
Sanchez said that bond trading 
is being suspended while new 
regulations are established fol¬ 
lowing the approval last week 
of legislation increasing the 
Central Bank's control over 
currency trading. 


The government also plans 
to seize control of brokerage 
firms suspected of conducting 
"speculative operations," 
Sanchez said. 

Central Bank President 
Nelson Merentes, meanwhile, 
announced a plan to establish 
a band with maximum and 
minimum prices in bond trad¬ 
ing, which until last week had 
been an important outlet for 
Venezuelans to obtain U.S. 
dollars. 

President Hugo Chavez is 
seeking to crack down on cur¬ 
rency speculation that he 
blames for soaring inflation 


and the decline of Venezuela's 
bolivar currency on the unreg¬ 
ulated market. The embattled 
bolivar reached 8.30 bolivars 
to the dollar on the so-called 
parallel market yesterday — 
almost twice the official ex¬ 
change rate of 4.30 applied to 
nonessential goods. 

The government is worried 
because the rising price of dol¬ 
lars on the parallel market in¬ 
creases the cost of consumer 
goods in Venezuela, which im¬ 
ports more than half the prod¬ 
ucts it consumes despite 
Chavez's efforts to boost do¬ 
mestic production.

Palestinians intensify settlement 
products boycott 


Floods worsen in central 
Europe, Auschwitz closed 


RAMALLAH, West Bank 
(AP) - The Palestinians 
stepped up a campaign against 
Israeli settlement products yes¬ 
terday, with hundreds of vo¬ 
lunteers in white T-shirts 
distributing a brochure with 
brand names and photos of 500 
goods they want West Bank 
consumers to shun. 

The campaign drew an 
angry response from the settle¬ 
ment movement which de¬ 
manded that Israel close its 
ports to Palestinian goods. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) - 
Jamaica's prime minister now 
says he will allow a reputed 
drug kingpin to be extradited 
to the U.S., ending a nine- 
month fight with Washington 
but raising fears of a violent 
backlash from the suspect's 
supporters. 

The announcement Mon¬ 
day night marked a reversal for 
Prime Minister Bruce Golding, 
who faced mounting public 


Government officials have said 
the boycott is counterproduc¬ 
tive at a time of renewed peace 
efforts, but have not threatened 
retaliation. 

Also yesterday, Israel's go¬ 
vernment said it had made a 
"big mistake" by barring Noam 
Chomsky, a prominent Ameri¬ 
can linguist and outspoken 
Jewish critic of Israel, from en¬ 
tering the West Bank earlier 
this week. Israel's Interior 
Ministry said a border clerk 
had wrongfully denied entry to 


pressure to drop his opposition 
to the request for Christopher 
"Dudus" Coke. The wanted 
man allegedly controls a band 
of gunmen inside a barricaded 
neighborhood of west King¬ 
ston that Golding represents in 
parliament. 

As rumors of the govern¬ 
ment's decision spread before 
the official announcement, the 
streets of downtown Kingston 
emptied as businesses and 


Chomsky, and that he was free 
to enter. 

Israel has built dozens of 
settlements for half a million 
Israelis in the West Bank and 
east Jerusalem, lands that were 
captured in the 1967 Mideast 
war and that are claimed by the 
Palestinians for their state.

government agencies closed 
early out of fear of violence. 
Coke's supporters have been 
rumored to be stockpiling 
weapons to prevent his arrest 
since the extradition request 
was revealed in August. 

But Coke's lawyer, Tom 
Tavares-Finson, said his client 
is prepared to fight extradition 
in court. He said there would 
be no violence on Coke's insis¬ 
tence. 

"Absolutely not, he just 
wants us to go to court," 
Tavares-Finson said. 

Coke has ties of loyalty to 
Golding's Jamaica Labor Party, 
which like the main opposition 
party has loose affiliations 
with organized crime dating to 
the 1970s when political fac¬ 
tions armed gunmen to intimi¬ 
date election rivals. 

In a nationally televised ad¬ 
dress Monday night, Golding 
said his party had become im¬ 
properly involved in the dis¬ 
pute and expressed remorse for 
his handling of the case. 

Golding did not indicate 
how long it would take before 
security forces move on Coke. 

The prime minister had 
stonewalled the extradition re¬ 
quest since it was revealed in 
August with claims that the 
U.S. indictment relied on ille¬ 
gal wiretap evidence. 


WARSAW, Poland (AP)- 
Flooding in southern Poland 
has killed at least five people, 
and officials closed the 
Auschwitz-Birkenau memorial 
site yesterday to protect its 
Holocaust archives and arti¬ 
facts. 

Heavy rains that began in 
central Europe last weekend 
also are causing flooding in 
areas of Hungary, Slovakia and 
the Czech Republic, with rivers 
bursting their banks and inun¬ 
dating low-lying homes and 
roads, and cutting off villages. 

Thousands of people have 
been evacuated, and electricity 
has been knocked out in some 
areas. Rail travel also was pa¬ 
ralyzed, rendering some areas 
unreachable. 

Prime Minister Gordon Ba- 
jnai of Hungary declared a 
state of emergency in the 
northeastern Borsod-Abauj- 
Zemplen county, allowing 
those suffering financial losses 
to claim compensation. 

In Poland, nearly 2,000 
people were evacuated from 
their homes and the flooding 
claimed two more victims yes¬ 
terday, including one of the 
thousands of firefighters in¬ 
volved in the rescue efforts. 
Three people were reported 
dead on Monday. 

In Krakow, a major bridge 
was closed as the Vistula River 
nearly reached it. 

At Auschwitz-Birkenau, the 
former Nazi death camp that 
draws about a million visitors 
a year, authorities carried his¬ 
torical documents and some 
artifacts, including brushes and 
bowls that belonged to victims, 
to the upper floors of old bar¬ 


racks that are used to house ex¬ 
hibits, said spokesman 
Jaroslaw Mensfelt. 

Mensfelt said the memorial 
site was closed to visitors, the 
first time that has happened 
due to the threat of floods. Wa¬ 
ters were rising in two nearby 
rivers, the Vistula and the Sola. 

In Hungary, some 1,500 
people were contributing to 
flood defense in the northeast, 
using 500,000 sandbags to re¬ 
inforce dikes and working to 
contain the flooded rivers, in¬ 
cluding the Sajo, Bodva, Her- 
nad and Berettyo. 

The flooding and strong 
winds disrupted rail services in 
many parts of Hungary, while 
several towns in the northeast 
were unreachable. As of yes¬ 
terday, more than 1,400 Hun¬ 
garians had been forced to 
leave their homes. 

The situation also was seri¬ 
ous in the northwestern Czech 
Republic, where the rising wa¬ 
ters of the Becva River flooded 
the town of Troubky, which 
was partially evacuated. 

In neighboring Slovakia, 
the government said it would 
deploy up to 3,700 soldiers to 
help local authorities cope with 
flooding. 

And in Serbia, President 
Boris Tadic toured a southern 
area that was badly hit by the 
flooding over the weekend. 

Tadic pledged government 
help to rebuild the flood de¬ 
fense walls in the town of Tr- 
goviste, where two people died 
on Saturday when their cottage 
was washed away by the 
floods. The situation there has 
stabilized since and there have 
been no fresh floods.

Apple updates MacBook 
with 10-Hour Battery, 
faster parts 



Hot on the heels of the Mac- 
Book Pro updates, Apple on 
Tuesday updated its $999 
MacBook line with what es¬ 
sentially are the same parts as 
the MacBook Pro 13-inch. 

Instead of the latest Intel 
Core i3 and i5 processors, 
Apple is sticking with the 
previous-generation Intel 
Core 2 Duo microprocessor. 
Apple has ramped the clock 
speeds up to 2.4 GHz (from 
2.27 GHz), but more impor¬ 
tantly, the Core 2 Duo plat¬ 
form allows Apple to 
continue using Nvidia's inte¬ 
grated graphics environment. 

With the latest MacBook 
update, the Nvidia chipset 
gets a much improved speed 
bump with the GeForce 


320M (256MB VRAM). And 
if the MacBook Pro 13-inch 
is any indication, gamers and 
HD enthusiasts alike should 
see a huge improvement in 
graphics power. 

The MacBook will start 
with 2GB of DDR3 memory 
(upgradeable to 4GB), 
whereas the MacBook Pro 
line begins with 4GB. Apple 
is also boasting better battery 
life, as the newest MacBook 
ships with a bigger battery 
(63.5WH from 58WH). 
You'll get a hard drive bump 
as well, now starting at 
250GB and upgradeable to 
500GB (5,400 RPM) 

There isn’t a single change 
in terms of design. The Mac¬ 
Book is still clad in white and 
shielded from the elements 
with a tough polycarbonate 
plastic exterior. Although the 
interior remains intact as 
well, Apple did add another 
multitouch gesture to the 
click touchpad. The Mac¬ 
Book inherits the inertial 
scrolling feature from the 
Apple iPhone. 


’Eureka!’ Spot in the Brain Found 


When you have a "Eureka!" 
moment, not only does an an¬ 
swer seem to suddenly flash 
into your head, your brain 
neurons shift gears just as 
rapidly, a new study suggests. 

The results, found in rats, 
pinpoint these moments to an 
area of the brain called the 
prefrontal cortex. Rats are 
considered a good analogue 
to humans for studies like 
this. 

When the rats were learn¬ 
ing a new task, most ap¬ 
peared to change their 
behavior abruptly, as if they 
had all of a sudden figured 
out what to do. This about- 
face in behavior was associ¬ 
ated with a rapid shift in brain 
activity - a new set of brain 
cells, or neurons, became 
more active than before. 

The results support the 
idea that learning can involve 
sudden changes in the brain, 
rather than a gradual process. 

"A lot of the theoretical 
basis of learning is based on 
this idea where there are 
small increments in improve¬ 
ment over many repetitions, 
and supposedly the neural 
basis of this is [that] there are 
incremental changes in the 


strength of the connections 
between the cells," said study 
researcher Jeremy Seamans 
of the Brain Research Centre 
at the University of British 
Columbia. "But what we're 
saying is that you need to 
look at this differently, and 
there are situations 
where...it's really an all or 
none shift in the [brain]." 

The results likely apply 
across species, Seamans said. 
But since the current study 
did not actually test on hu¬ 
mans, there is no way of 
knowing that for sure. Also, 
one key difference between 
humans and rats is that rats 
must interact physically with 
something in order to come 
upon a "eureka" moment, but 
humans can reason an answer 
in their heads, according to 
Seamans. 

Seamans and his col¬ 
leagues looked for keys to 
eureka moments by mimick¬ 
ing a type of re-learning in 
rats. While previous studies 
have shown the prefrontal 
cortex is likely involved in 
re-learning, it's not clear ex¬ 
actly how the changes take 
place in the brain. 

The rats first learned they 


could get a food reward from 
one of two levers (on the left 
or the right) depending on 
which lever had a light turn 
on above it. After 20 trials 
with this "light equals re¬ 
ward" rule, the scientists 
changed the game so the rats 
would only get a reward from 
the right lever, regardless of 
the light. It took the rats an¬ 
other 30 to 40 trials to learn 
the new rule. 

During the experiment, 
the researchers noticed the 
"lighting pattern" of the rats' 
brains switched all of a sud¬ 
den from the old-rule pattern 
to a new one. 

The results suggest this 
idea of a learning curve, in 
which rats (or humans) 
slowly learn the best way to 
respond to a situation, doesn't 
always apply, at least at the 
individual level. 

"If you took all of the ani¬ 
mals and you averaged their 
behavior while they acquired 
the new rule, it would look 
like a gradual improvement, 
like they would make less and 
less errors over time ... and 
then finally they're 100 per¬ 
cent on the new rule," Sea¬ 
mans said.

1 in 10 men is affected, 
and a depressed partner can 
raise the risk, study finds 

Although many people 
know that new moms are at 
increased risk of depression 
following the birth of a child, 
new research suggests that 
about 10 percent of new dads 
experience the ’’baby blues,” 
too. 

What's more, the re¬ 
searchers found that if the 
mother experiences postpar¬ 
tum depression, the father is 
more apt to be depressed 
also, which puts the baby at a 
significantly greater risk of 
developing emotional, behav¬ 
ioral and developmental 


problems later on, according 
to the study. 

”Pre- and postnatal de¬ 
pression in men is real. The 
overall rate of depression in 
fathers was 10.4 percent in 
our analysis, about twice 
what we would expect in the 
general population of men," 
said the study's lead author, 
James Paulson, an associate 
professor and clinical psy¬ 
chologist at Eastern Virginia 
Medical School in Norfolk. 

Results of the study are 
published in the May 19 issue 
of the Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association. 

Postpartum depression af¬ 
fects between 10 percent and 
30 percent of new mothers, 
according to background in¬ 
formation in the study. 
What's been less well-stud¬ 
ied, according to the authors, 
is the risk of male depression 
before and after the birth of a 
child, as well as the potential 
consequences to the child.

Toyota pays record $16.4M 
government fine 


German governing parties call for 
market tax 


BERLIN, Germany (AP) - 
Germany’s governing parties 
called yesterday for the intro¬ 
duction of an international tax 
on financial markets, but left 
details open. Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel said she would 
press the idea with other coun¬ 
tries in the Group of 20. 

The call came before the 
German parliament starts 
today to consider the euro750 
billion ($1 trillion) rescue 
package to help eurozone na¬ 
tions avoid default. It is ex¬ 
pected to vote on Friday. 

As with the separate rescue 
package for Greece, which was 
unpopular among Germans, 
Berlin will be the biggest con¬ 
tributor among European 
countries. 

Lawmakers from Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel’s center- 
right coalition urged the 
government to push for ”a fi¬ 
nancial transaction or finance 
activity tax” in Europe and 
elsewhere, said Volker Kauder, 
the parliamentary leader of 
Merkel’s conservative bloc. 


”We want the stabilization 
of the euro,” he said after a 
meeting of the coalition's top 
lawmakers. "But we also want 
the financial markets to be in¬ 
volved in this stabilization.” 

Merkel said after meeting 
Austrian Chancellor Werner 
Faymann that Germany would 
press for such a tax at the G-20 
— and if that doesn't succeed, 
"we will continue to seek a 
way in Europe.” 

”1 think people's wish that 
they want to see something 
here is justified,” she said. 

The government lawmakers 
also called for quick legislation 
at home on measures such as a 
ban on naked short-selling, 
when a trader sells shares or 
investments he doesn't own. 

Hermann Otto Solms, a 
senior lawmaker with the Free 
Democrats, the junior partner 
in the coalition, told Ger¬ 
many's DAPD news agency 
that the country's financial reg¬ 
ulator, BaFin, would quickly 
ban some short selling. 

Details of how a financial 


market tax might work were 
fuzzy. Birgit Homburger, 
Kauder's counterpart from the 
pro-business Free Democrats, 
spoke only of "financial mar¬ 
ket taxation.” 

A transaction tax would in¬ 
volve a small levy on indivi¬ 
dual transactions. The Free 
Democrats have been unenthu- 
siastic about the idea. 

It wasn't immediately clear 
where any extra tax revenue in 
Germany might go, though the 
government recently has made 
curbing the budget deficit a 
priority. 

The main opposition party, 
the center-left Social Democ¬ 
rats, have pushed for the go¬ 
vernment to commit itself to a 
transaction tax as it pushes 
through the rescue packages, 
and abstained in this month's 
vote on the Greek package 
after the parties failed to reach 
an agreement on that. 

The government has a com¬ 
fortable parliamentary major¬ 
ity of its own, but had sought 
opposition votes as well.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Toy¬ 
ota Motor Corp. paid a record 
$16.4 million fine yesterday 
for a slow response to its accel¬ 
erator pedal recall. 

A Transportation Depart¬ 
ment official said the Japanese 
automaker paid the fine after 
reaching an agreement with 
the government on April 19. 
Toyota had 30 days to pay it. 
The official was not authorized 
to speak publicly before an an¬ 
nouncement was made.

The loans from other coun¬ 
tries that use the EU's joint cur¬ 
rency, the euro, are part of a 
eurollO billion ($136 billion) 
joint EU and International 
Monetary Fund rescue pack¬ 
age to prevent Greece from de¬ 
faulting on its debt and dealing 
the euro a severe blow. 

Greece desperately needed 
the money by today, when it 
faced repaying a debt of 
around euro9 billion in bonds 
that it could not finance other¬ 
wise. It already received the 
first euro5.5 billion from the 
IMF last week. 

"These disbursements cover 
the immediate and short-term 
financing needs,” the finance 
ministry said in an announce¬ 
ment. 

Germany is the largest sin¬ 
gle contributor to the first eu¬ 
rozone installment of the loan, 
with euro4.4 billion from the 
government-backed KfW De¬ 
velopment Bank. It is followed 
by France with euro3.3 billion 
and Italy with euro2.9 billion. 
The other countries contribut¬ 
ing are Spain, the Netherlands, 
Austria, Portugal, Luxem¬ 
bourg, Cyprus and Malta, the 


ministry said. 

Finance Minister George 
Papaconstantinou, in Brussels 
for a finance ministers' meet¬ 
ing, said the other five euro¬ 
zone countries not contributing 
in the first installment were 
doing so for "technical rea¬ 
sons” and had not asked 
Greece to take any additional 
measures in order to provide 
loans. 

"The countries that are not 
participating have expressed 
their intention to participate in 
the future, and those that have 
not, have not done so mainly 
due to technical reasons,” Pa¬ 
paconstantinou said at a news 
conference, adding that some 
countries were in a pre-elec¬ 
tion period or had not yet com¬ 
pleted parliamentary proce¬ 
dures to release the loans. 

"But it is clear that there is 
no issue of further conditions,” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Treasury Department said it 
will lose $1.6 billion on a loan 
made to Chrysler in early 
2009.

Boateng apologises to Ballack 



Portsmouth midfielder Ke- 
vin-Prince Boateng has apol¬ 
ogised to Michael Ballack for 
the challenge which ruled the 
Germany captain out of the 
FIFA World Cup™. 

Boateng, who will repre¬ 
sent Ghana - an opponent of 
Germany in the group stage - 
at the FIFA World Cup this 
summer, told Germany's 
Sport Bild magazine that he 
had already offered his apolo¬ 
gies several times to Ballack. 

"All I can do is apologise," 
said Boateng, who is the half- 
brother of Germany interna¬ 


tional Jerome Boateng. "I 
was just too late and I hit him 
straight on. It looked stupid. 
I apologised to him twice on 
the field and now for a third 
time. I am sorry. It was not 
intentional." 

Ballack is still letting the 
realisation sink in that he is 
going to miss the World Cup 
due to the ankle injury he 
picked up from the tackle. 
"Of course I am angry and it 
is disappointing. I don't want 
to comment on it yet," he 
said. 

"When you get such a di¬ 


agnosis just two or three 
weeks before a World Cup 
then it is bitter. But that is 
football. Things must go on. 
I am obviously disappointed 
and have just got to let it sink 
in." 

Meanwhile, Ballack's 
agent Michael Becker has not 
ruled out taking legal action 
against Kevin-Prince 

Boateng. He has no doubts 
that it was a premeditated at¬ 
tack. "Every spectator could 
see what Boateng has done 
and that was clearly a pre¬ 
meditated foul," said Becker. 


Argentina unsure of Maradona the manager 


A veritable icon as a player, 
Diego Maradona has yet to in¬ 
spire the same fervour as Ar¬ 
gentina national coach after a 
laborious and controversial 
2010 FIFA World Cup™ 
qualifying campaign. Ar¬ 
gentina's struggles to reach 
South Africa mean many fans 
are sceptical about his chances 
of leading the country to a 
third World Cup triumph. 

Maradona, the inspira¬ 


tional captain of Argentina's 
1986 World Cup-winning 
side, was named national 
boss in November 2008 after 
a disappointing start to the 
qualifying campaign brought 
Alfio Basile's tenure as 
coach to an end. Fourteen 
years after he left the 1994 
World Cup in disgrace fol¬ 
lowing a positive drug test, 
Maradona returned to the Al- 
biceleste with a two-pronged 


objective: take Argentina to 
the World Cup and do it in 
style. 

Cesar Menotti, coach of 
the Argentina team that se¬ 
cured the country's first 
World Cup in 1978, was 
forthright in his criticism, 
saying: "Argentina seemed to 
have no ideas, they're con¬ 
fused and disorganised." 
Menotti's words echo those 
of the Argentine media.

Grosso shock as 
Lippi trims squad 


Juventus left-back Fabio 
Grosso was the shock victim as 
Italy coach Marcello Lippi cut 
two players from his pre-2010 
FIFA World Cup™ squad on 
Tuesday. Lippi trimmed his 
squad from 30 to 28 players, 
with midfielder Antonio Can- 
dreva also sent home. 

The omission of Grosso, 
who has 48 caps and scored 
four goals, is particularly sur¬ 
prising given that he has been 
Italy's first-choice left-back 
for several years and was a 
key part of the World Cup¬ 
winning team of 2006. He 
scored the decisive penalty in 
the Final against France to 
give Italy the trophy. He was 
also a goalscorer in the semi¬ 
final, a 2-0 defeat of hosts 
Germany, and won the penalty 
that saw Italy beat Australia 1- 
0 in the second round. 

However, the 32-year-old 
seems to have paid for his 
poor form in a weak Juventus 
defence this season, although 
Juve centre-backs Giorgio 
Chiellini and Fabio Can- 
navaro survived the cull. 
Lippi, though, insisted that he 
has no room for sentiment in 
his selections. 

"I called [Grosso]and you 
cannot imagine how much I 
dislike doing that. But I have 
to do it and I do it out of hon¬ 
esty. It hurt me just as it hurt 
me for the other 14 [World 
Cup winners] with whom we 
had some great moments in 
Germany." 

That now leaves just eight 
players in the 28 who were 
part of the World Cup-win¬ 
ning squad four years ago: 
goalkeeper Gianluigi Buffon, 
captain Cannavaro, full-back 
Gianluca Zambrotta, mid¬

Suns aim to emerge from Lakers' 

shadow 



LOS ANGELES - Outsized 
and outplayed by the Los An¬ 
geles Lakers in the series 
opener, the Phoenix Suns 
face an uphill task if they are 
to upset the NBA champions 
in Game Two of the Western 
Conference final today. 

The Suns, blown away 
128-107 at Staples Center on 
Monday, struggled to cope 
with their opponents' power¬ 
ful inside game and failed to 


impose their own three-point 
prowess on a swarming Lak¬ 
ers defense. 

"They're a lot bigger than 
we are and they had a lot of 
points in the paint, Phoenix 
guard and twice MVP Steve 
Nash told reporters after the 
team's first loss in seven 
games. 

"They're probably going 
to continue to be taller than 
us as the series goes on," he 


added with a broad grin. "So 
we've got to try to cut down 
on some of those transition 
buckets, offensive rebounds, 
defensive lapses, whatever it 
is." 

The Suns relied heavily on 
their three-point strength to 
win their previous two play¬ 
off rounds against the Port¬ 
land Trail Blazers and San 
Antonio Spurs. 

On Monday, however, 
they were held to five for 22 
from three-point range, a 
woeful 22.7 percent after 
they averaged more than 40 
percent against the Trail 
Blazers and Spurs. 

Asked whether the drop¬ 
off was due to poor shooting 
or rugged Lakers defense, 
Suns coach Alvin Gentry 
replied: "It was a combina¬ 
tion of both. (The Lakers) do 
a really good job of running 
you off three-point shots. 

THREE-POINT BATTLE 

The speedy Suns led the 
league in three-point shoot¬ 
ing during the regular season 
but the Lakers, spearheaded 
by the seven-foot presence of 
Pau Gasol and Andrew 
Bynum, proved to be the best 
in three-point defense. 

While the Lakers comfort¬ 
ably won the opening skir¬ 
mish in that department, their 
head coach Phil Jackson ex¬ 
pects a much tougher three- 
point battle in Wednesday's 
Game Two. 

"They had a good look 
and there were a couple of 
times we kept them off bal¬ 
ance with some of their three- 
point shooters," said Jackson. 
"But, for the most part, I 
think they'll be back on beam 
come Wednesday night." 

The Suns will also have to 
contend with the brilliance of 
All-Star guard Kobe Bryant, 
who delivered 40 points on 
Monday as he masterminded 
a stunning display by the 
Lakers. 

"I still think we can with¬ 
stand the 40 that Kobe got," 
Gentry said. "The way he got 
those points, when he's in that 
zone, there's really not a 
whole lot you can do about it. 

"So we have to do a better 
job on the other guys. Kobe 
has had 40 before against us, 
and we won the game. We've 
just got to do a better job on 
our perimeter defense."

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Oil spill to shut down 19 percent of 
Gulf fishing

Bush collapses at meeting 



PENSACOLA BEACH, 
Florida (AP) - The sign out¬ 
side the Pensacola marina says 
"We’re Still Fishing," but that’s 
not really true. 

The federal government an¬ 
nounced yesterday it is nearly 
tripling the size of an area in 
the Gulf of Mexico that’s 
closed to fishing because of a 
massive oil spill off the coast 
of Louisiana. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
said it is closedd nearly 46,000 


Federal officials say they don’t 
know whether a massive oil 
spill in the Gulf of Mexico 


square miles, or about 19 per¬ 
cent of federal waters, yester¬ 
day. 

That’s up from the 7 percent 
of the Gulf that’s been closed 
since shortly after an offshore 
oil rig exploded April 20, 
killing 11 workers. Rig opera¬ 
tor BP PLC estimates that the 
blown-out well has leaked 
more than 5 million gallons. 

The spill has scared off 
charter fishing customers at the 
marina here, even though the 
water they'd normally trawl is

still open to fishing. The 30 
boats were almost all tied to 
their slips yesterday and Jerry 
Andrews, the captain of the 
Entertainer, had the dock to 
himself. 

"Usually you'd see 15 or 20 
people walking up and down 
out here asking about the fish¬ 
ing. Three-fourths of these 
slips would be empty," said 
Andrews, a Pensacola native 
who has been fishing here for 
34 years. 

The expanded ban covers 
an area that starts near the 
Louisiana coast and moves 
southeast in a diagonal. From 
Mississippi to Pensacola, the 
ban starts about 30 miles off¬ 
shore. It begins moving away 
from shore at the Florida-Al¬ 
abama border. At its eastern 
end south of Apalachicola, 
about the midpoint of the 
Florida Panhandle, the ban 
starts about 160 miles offshore. 

Andrews said that before 
the spill he was getting be¬ 
tween 30 and 40 calls and e- 
mails a day asking about 
chartering his boat and his cus¬ 
tomers were catching their full 
quotas of vermilion snapper, 
triggerfish, amberjack and 
grouper. 

But in the month since the 
spill, he gets hired for one or 
two trips a week, tops, even 
though he can still go out the 20 
miles he normally travels. Most 
of his customers, who come 
from Alabama and Georgia, are 
now going to the Carolinas. 

He said BP, as part of its 
plan to help coastal businesses 
harmed by the spill, has paid 
him $5,000 and the oil giant 
has promised further help, but 
he doesn't know when that's 
coming. 


The total includes 154 sea 
turtles, primarily the endan¬ 
gered Kemp's ridley variety, 
plus 12 dolphins and 23 birds. 

But in a phone news confer¬ 
ence yesterday, officials said 
they don't know if any of the 
animals were killed by oil or 
the chemicals being used to 
disperse it. 

Barbara Schroeder of the 
National Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration's fish¬ 
eries program says necropsies 
have not detected oil in the 
bodies of the sea turtles. 

Acting U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service Director 
Rowan Gould says the spill's 
effects could be felt for decades 
and may never be fully known 
because so many affected crea¬ 
tures live far offshore. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana 
(AP) - The brother of former 
President George H.W. Bush 
collapsed during health insurer 
WellPoint Inc.'s annual meet¬ 
ing yesterday morning, 
abruptly ending a gathering 
that had grown testy with crit¬ 
icism from some shareholders. 

William H.T. Bush, 71, was 
taken to Methodist Hospital in 
Indianapolis and admitted as a 
precaution, a company spokes¬ 
woman said yesterday after¬ 
noon. She added that he was 
alert and that doctors were 
evaluating his health. 

Bush has served on the 
company's board of directors 
since 2004. He was sitting with 
other directors during a ques- 
tion-and-answer session when 
he moaned and leaned to his 
right side about an hour into 
the meeting. WellPoint offi¬ 
cials cleared the room and 
called for help. 

Dr. Rob Stone, an emer¬ 


gency room doctor and fre¬ 
quent WellPoint critic who at¬ 
tended the meeting, rushed 
with some other people to 
Bush. Stone said he stayed 
with the director until help ar¬ 
rived. He said Bush was alert 
and talking. 

Bush, known as "Bucky," 
lives in suburban St. Louis. He 
has been active in Republican 
politics and served as Missouri 
campaign chairman for George 
W. Bush's 2004 re-election 
campaign. During a 2003 news 
conference announcing he 
would lead the state's Bush- 
Cheney campaign, William 
H.T. Bush recalled baby-sitting 
and coaching the future presi¬ 
dent. 

Bush has served on the 
boards of several companies 
and investment funds. He also is 
founder and chairman of Bush- 
O'Donnell & Co. Inc., a St. 
Louis investment management 
and financial advisory firm.
